Life the Baltika 


According Jaanimets, life aboard the Baltika was not 
the sort democratic process that Khrushchev implied. 
fact, did not even see Khrushchev during the trip until 
the great man insisted posing for photographs the 
crew members, and Jaanimets went and pointed his camera 
him along with the others. described it, the life 
Estonian sailor aboard Russian ship 
lonely. knew only few words Russian, and 
the Russians understood Estonian (which akin 
Finnish and Hungarian).

Smuggling, Russian sailor, means something almost 
incomprehensible in the West. The most popular items 
were clothing, particularly nvlon goods; these could be 
bought cheaply the cities Western Europe and sold 
immediately return Soviet port. particularly 
brisk trade developed cheap cotton bedspreads, which 
cost the equivalent of five dollars 20 rubles at the official 
rate exchange) and could sold for 800 rubles the 
USSR where they were used not as bedspreads but as 
window curtains and wall The 
Western goods great the USSR that the authorities 
make effort stamp out sailors’ altogether, 
but try stop only the most outrageous manifestations 
it.

Soviet standards (the average doctor the Soviet Union
